Macon, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)— 
Richard F. Willingham, former Ma- 
eon financier, charged with larceny 
after trust of $163,475 from the Ship- 
pers Compress company on one in- 
dietment, and against whom thirteen 
other indictments are pending in con- 
nection with his financial crash in 
1920, was convicted in the Bibb su- 
perior court shortly after 6 o'clock 
this ‘evening and was sentenced by 
Judge Mathews to serve one year at 
the state farm. 
_ Motion for a new trial was im- 
mediately filed and Willingham was 
. given his release under bond of $2,- 

, signed by A. F. Calder and P. D. 
Willingham. Judge Mathews an- 
nounced he would hear the motion 
for a new trial on July 29. Willing- 
ham already was under bend in con- 
nection with the other thirteen in- 
dictments, his total bonds being $132,- 
000. | 

Judge’s Charge. 

The case was given tothe jury at 
1:15 o'clock this afternoon. 

In his charge, Judge Mathews told 
the jury that they must find that the 
money, eveh though converted by 
Willingham to the use of the Willing- 
ham warehouse, had been converted 
with fraudulent intent. 

He informed the jury that a verdict 
of guilty would carry with it a sen- 
tence of from one to five years in 
the penitentiary, but that the jury 
could also include a recommendation 
for mercy, it being in the discretion 
of the court in such.an event, to im- 
pose a sentence of one year in the 
county jail or to impose a fine not to 
exceed $1,000. 

Limits Sentence. _. 

In its verdict the jury found the 
defendant guilty and fixed the pen- 
alty at not less than one year or 
more than two years, but also in- 
cluded a recommendation for mercy, 
which Judge Mathews followed in sen- 
tencing the defendant to serve one 
year. t 

When the other cases against Wil- j 
lingham will be heard had not been 
determined tonight. It is reported to- 
night that an effort is to be made by 
counsel for the-defense to have Judge 
Mathews reduce the penalty to a fine 
of $1,000. ‘Willingham had no com- 
ment to make after the verdict had 
been returned and sentence imposed.

Conditions at Prison.

days ago were without parallel, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hager. The investi- 
gation thus far has disclosed, he said, 
that guards and prisoners were in- 
volved in a ring which sold and dis- 
tributed thousands of dollars’ worth 
of morphine to inmates of the prison. 
In several instances, Mr. Hager de- 
clared, testimony had been obtained 
which showed that a number of pris- 
oners, after having served their sen- 
tences, had disposed of their “busi- 
ness,” surplus stock, assets and “good 
will” to other prisoners, before leav- 
ing the prison. - 

“We never dreamed that such con- 
ditions existed at the prison until we 
started this investigation at the in- 
stigation of Warden J. E. Dyche,” 
asserted Mr. Hager. “Evidence has 
been obtained tending to show that 
more than 150 prisoners, who were 
not previously addicted to narcotics. 
before coming to the prison, acquired 
the habit after their arrival.

Believed That Many Will

Washington, June 9.—A combina- 
tion of influences is moving to put 
President Harding “in a hole” in so 
far as his intention of vetoing the 
present bonus bill is concerned. 

When Senator McNary, of Oregon, 
introduced his $350,000,000 land 
reclamation bill as an amendment to 
the bonus measure Friday, he did two 
things . 

First, took advantage of the last 
chance he had, apparently, to get the 
bil through the senate or even the 
house, where it has been persistently 
blocked by House Leader Mondell 
since its introduction there, and, 

Second, took a step which both 
house and senate leaders. declare, if 
enacted, will make it doubly diffi- 
cult for President Harding to veto the 
bonus legislation. 

Much Opposition. 

There is, however, strong opposition 
from administration leaders, which 
will develop, to including the’ recla- 
mation project in the bonus legislation- 
Secretary Wallace is opposed to the 
bill, and republican economists in both 
branches of-congress shy at approving 
any more méasures which will prove a 
drain on the national treasury. It is 
for the latter reason, primarily, that 
Mondel! has consistently refused to let 
a favorable repor* get out of the house 
committee on the measure. 

Reclamation enthusiasts who recent- 
ly talked with Mondell found him 
adamant against permitting a vote on 
the reclamation bill at this time. How- 
ever, he is reported to have suggested 
that one way the bill might get 
through congress would be to tack it 
onto the bonus _ bill. 

An argument advanced in gavor of 
this was that members in both branch- 
es of congress who favored passage of 
the bonus bill could not but realize 
that, if the reclamation project were 
aitached to it, the intention of the 
president to veto it would be made 
doubly difficult; because he would lay 
limself open to the disapproval not 
only of the soldiers but of reclamation 
enthusiasts. _ 

To Aid Bonus. 

It: was pointed out that sixteen 
western, arid country senators, would 
feel compelled to vote for the bonus 
bill with the reclamation project at- 
tached and that six southern sena- 
tors, representing states that would 
benefit from the swamp reclamation 
provisions of the McNary bill also 
would be whipped into line... 

MeNary’s action was taken, how- 
ever, not in the interest of the bonus 
bill, but in the interest of his own pet 
project. After a canvass of the sen- 
ate arid with Mondell consistently 
blocking his bill in° the -house, he 
found that the only chance of its pass- 
age lay in tacking it onto the bonus 
measure. 

McNary contends that his bill prop- 
erly belongs to bonus legislation, par- 
ticularly because of the policy of ad- 
ministration it lays down, which stip- 
lates : 

Provisions of the Biil. ° 
1.:That land shall be sold to actual 


settlers on a basis of forty-year pay- 
ments carrying an interest rate of 


14 1-2 per cent. 


2. That ex-service men are specifi- 
cally favored in: 

(a) Selection of lands. : 

(b) Hmployment on 
work generally. 

(e) Terms of payment.

Toll on Food. 


They have persuaded committees 
of congress to levy a toll of $51,300,- 
000 upon the food producers of the 
country that they may continue an 
industry totally inadequate to meet 
the normal consumption demand, Un- 
der the stimulus of inflated war 
prices, the output of domestic potash 
producers in their best year; 1915S, 
reached a maximum of only 50, 
tons. Since then their production has 
declined, amounting to only 7,625 tons 
in 1921. But granting that the war 
time maximum of 50, tons of do- 
mestic potash can be equaled, then 
the operation of the duty on this basis 
of production gives the producers 
power to take from the farmer $2,- 
500,000 the first year, $2,500,000 the 
second year, $2,000,000, the third year, 
$1,500,000 the fourth year, and $1,- 
000,000 the fifth year. But in addi- 
tion the farmer is to be still further 
mulcted in the sum of $11,000,000 the 
i year, $11,000,000 the second year. 

$8,300,000 the third year, $5, 
the fourth year, and $2,900,000 the 
fifth year. 

“In other words the proposed rates 
provide that after the potash produ- 
cers shall have taken $9,500,000 as 
their share of the tax, the farmer 
must pay in additional tax at the cus- 
tom house of $41,800,000,” the state- 
ment asserted. 

Cannot be Justified. 


“Such a system of customs duties 
never has been written in any tariff 
bill passed by any party in the history 
of the country. It cannot be justi- 
fied either as a measure of protection 
or as a means for raising revenue. Tax 
laws avow a purpose to distribute 
their burdens equally. The proposed 
potash rates are laid with discrimina- 
tion against/the agricultural industry, 
The farmer in this case is the ultimate 
consumer, and no others participate 
in this tax. 

“The proposed rates markva de- 
parture from the traditional policy of 
all parties, which have always de 
clared for free plant food. Every 
civilized nation adheres to that policy, 
recognizing as a fundamental principle 
that food producers shall be unfettered 
in their labors to sustain the nation.”

Plunger is shown 
partly back, dotted lines indicating 
its entire length. “EE” shews the head 
of the plunger made of/three pieces, 
nailed on. It shows dlso the notch 
which prevents the rubber band from 
shipping. (Notice in “A” how the 
rubber band is attached to the gun 
barrel). “B” shows the barrel re- 
enforced on the bottom and end, and 
the leather loop which works on a 
swivel. “COC” shows an end view of 
the carriage partly cut away to show 
construction. It also shows the swiv- 
el and wooden washers for taking up 
extra play. “D” shows the end of 
the barrel, which may be made the 
full length of a cigar box. Glue all 
the pieces together first and then tack 
them. Barrel may be elevated and 
lowered—tightening with wing nut.

LESSON NO, 65. GROUNDING OF RADIO APPARATUS. 

Marconi in his early experiments ‘with the induction coil type .of 
radio transmitters made use of a simple spark gap across the high volt- 
age secondary of the coil with a metal plate attached to each terminal 
of the gap. He found that he could detect signals across the room when. 
using this apparatus.. He increased the size of the metal plates and. 
found that the larger the plate is used the greater the distance he could 
cover with his transmitter. Marconi’s system in its final form made‘use 
of a system of wires suspended in thé air which takes the place of one 
of the metal plates and a wire connected to a buried metal plate form 
the earth connection thus utilizing the infinite capacity of the-earth 
as the substitute for the other metal plate. 

The aerial wires suspended in the air serve as the plate of a con) 
denser of large.physical dimensions, the earth serving as the other 
plate with the air between as the dielectric. 
nection to the earth as nearly perfect as possible is just as essential 
as carefully made electrical connection in the aerial system.

Commercial radio stations in large cities where the equipment is 
often installed on the roof of a high steel frame office building are fre- 
quently grounded on the steel framework of the building. 

Commercial ship to shoreland stations are usually situated in out- 
lying places along the shore where it is convenient to bury metal plates 
in permanently moist earth to secure on earth connection. 
soil, rocky soil or fresh water swamps generally present a difficult 
grounding problem to the radio engineer due to the poor current con- 
ducting qualities of these forms of ground. The counterpoise ground 
system which is used in such a locality will be described in a later arti-, 
cle devoted exclusively to that system. 

Amateur radio stations which are located in residences are ground- 
ed on the water pipe, gas pipe or steam pipe. Hither of these or all will, 
usually be found to serve as sufficient ground for the receiving appa- 
ratus. Amateur transmitters which are limited to a transmitting wave 
length of 200. meters should have as short a ground lead as possible 
in order to kéep the wavelength within the limits prescribed by law.

CRUMP LOSES 
PLEA FOR FEES 
IN BIBB COUNTY 


Macon, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)— 
County Attorney Walter Defore, of 
Bibb county, this afternoon filed with 
the board of county commissioners 
his opinion of the bill of Couttty Tax 
Collector J. D. Crump for fees in 
handling the school funds of the coun- 
ty, holding that the commissioners 
have no legal authority to pay the 
bill.

New York, June 9.— (Special.)—Buying 
during today’s session of the cotton market 
was spurred on by wet weather in both 
eastern and western sections of the belt, 
and, reports of greater spot actjrities in 
the south. Private reports of the crop 
are most pessimistic. Buying for the ac- 
count of mills was thought to be heavier 
today than at any time during the rise. 
The market suffered two distinct reactions, 
the direct result of liquidation accompanied 
by a moderate amount of short selling. The 
shorts found themselves trying to cover up 
only to advance prices before it was 
possible to recover their contracts. As 
we Rave pointed out, the market feels the 
absence of hedge selling. The possibility 
of a semicotton famine continues to fan 
the flames of demand to a point where 
there is no evidence of satiation having 
been reached, ORVIS BROS. & CO 


Again our market was in receipt of very 
heavy buying by commission houses, New 
Orleans and the west. Most of the buying 
is accentuated by talk of serious damage 
by boll weevil and scattered rains over 
the belt. The spot basis is still strong 
and mills report a fair business. We un- 
derstand that southern milis are willing 
to pay a good price for desirable cotton, 
while New England mills will not meet,the 
offers. It is a question now whetheréthe 
large investors will hold their cotton over 
the week-end or force it on the market.

DISCUSS PROHI LAW

Further views on the good effects 
or bad effects of the prohibition laws 
are set forth in correspondence pass- 
ing during the week between Judge 
Samuel B. Adams, of Savannah, and 
‘Judge William R. Hammond, of At- 


lanta, which was made de public Friday Friday. 


Both. Judge Adams 
mond issued statements in venom 
following the recent speech of udge 
ur G. Powell before the state 
— association in which Judge Pow- 
declared that the present drastic 
prosbition laws are causing more 
rm than good. 
hg his letter to Judge Hammond 
t Wednesday Judge Adams refers 
to te dudes Hammond's recent card in 
The Constitution and pointed out to 
ga! Hammond that the references 
of Judge Powell were to the Georgia 
ibition laws which J — Adams 
said are more drastic than the federal 
prohibition laws. 
More Harm Than Good. 


Judge Adams wrote Judge Ham- 
mond that he is entirely persuaded 
that the prohibitory legislation has 
done more harm than good, particu- 
larly moral harm. He declared there 
is more whisky drinking and that the 
whisky that is consumed is of a very 
bad and deleterious quality. He said 
there has. more crime and that 
general demoraliza‘ion has been great. 

Ewocading his letter Judge Adams 
said : 

“I believe the number of people in 
Georgia who have not had at any time 
since the passage of the bone dry law 
any alcoholic liquor in their posses- 
sion, is very smali indeed. I am satis- 
fied that the Ae bulk of the probi- 
bitionists would have to plead guilty. 
It is quite possible that you have had 
it in your possession for some medi- 
cinal purpose; and yet, under the 
law, if you have had it, you have been 
a law-breaker. I am entirely per- 
suaded that lawlessness has been en- 
couraged, and the hold of the law on 
a great many law-abiding people has 
been loosened. If a man is conscious 
that he is breaking any law, this con- 
sciousness hurts him as a citizen. 

“Speaking for myself, I believe that 
a man is entirely justified in keeping 
alcoholic liquor for proper purposes, 
law or no law, and that a law which 

ertakes to say to a man he can- 
not have it, even upon the urgent ad- 
vice of his physician to save life (and 
this advice is frequently given by the 
best type of physicians, and I believe 
in many cases is sound), is more than 
unreasonable, It 1s simply inhuman 
and brutal. 

“This feature of the law is not an 
ornament, but it is a disgrace to our 
statute book. The law breaks of its 
own weight. My opipion is a very gen- 
eral one among the best class of peo- 
ple. I know there is a large number of 
prohibitionists who are rabid on the 
subject, and who telegate to the in- 
ferno any man who dares to question 
the wisdom of any part of this law. 
They are often more zealous than 
either charitable or just in their ex- 
pressions.” 

Judge Hammond's Letter. 

In his reply: to Judge Adams which 
was sent Friday, Judge Hammond de- 
clared that his card in The Constitu- 
tion was written with the federal pro- 
hibition laws in mind. He said he did 
not see as much haim, however, in the 
state laws as Judge Adams saw. He 
wrote Judge Adama that the state as 
well as the federal law should be given 
a fair and full trial. 

Concluding, he said: 

“TIT cannot quite agree with you as 
to the extreme features of that law. 
I think if a man deliberately and in- 
tentionally violates that law he ought 
to pay a reasonable penalty, and if he 
keeps doing it, the penalty ought to be 
made more severe until he stops. In 
other words our judges ought to en- 
_force the law. I do not agree with 
you that the penalty is too severe. It 
is a misdemeanor to violate that law, 
and that is what it ought to be. 

“We have always trusted in the dis- 
cretion of our judges, and if any of 
them have ever failed us yet, I have 
not heard of it. Never one time with- 
in my knowledge has any judge im- 
posed’ a maximum or even a severe 
penalty for a trifling violation of the 
law. I think then we all ought to ar- 
ray ourselves on the side of the sup- 
port of the law.”

Princeton, N. J., June 9.—President 
Harding dedicated a monument to the 


achievements of George Washington, in 
Princeton today, and heard himself 
hailed as a man of “quiet courage” and 
“immense patienee and self-effacing 
medesty” in his own policies towards 
current and controversial political is- 
sues. Dean West used these words in 
mention of the president’s stand 
against the veterans’ bonus today, and 
his votes for anti-strike laws as a sen- 
ator, as he recited the reasons Prince- 
ton university gave the president an 
honorary degree of doctor of laws. 

Twice President Harding broke 
away from his prepared manuscript 
in speech-making. 


Standard of Value.@ 

Before the Princeton student body, 
“TI care not what position a man may 
momentarily be in,” he exclaimed, “you 
can measure his standard of usefulness 
to Americ@ by the service he renders 
the community'in which he resides. 

“Less than a century and a half has 
this republic endured. The founding 
fathers who gave us America no more 
dreamed of what 125 years would bring 
than we today can dream of the possi- 
bilities of the future. 
_ “When I realize what has happened 
in that time I dare not lift the cup 
of optimism to my lips. ‘There are 
such limitless possibilities, we have 
seen such incomparable contributions 
to mankind’s progress in our genera- 
tion. We can little imagine what time 
will bring. 

“Doctor’”—the president turned to 
Dean West atid President Hibben, of 
Princeton—“I thank you for your earn- 
est wishes. I care not what one, is, 
if he can only expend lis power in 
righteousness, he shall not have lived 
In vain. We can only ask God to let 
us make our way in righteousness, and 
if. in that making, we can make our 
Way religious, we'll be a little bit bef 
ter for that.”

Declares Harris 


Constitution Bureau,

Washington, June 9.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire)—All of the items 
in the army appropriation bill directly 
affecting Georgia are assured of re- 
tention, according to Senator Harris, 
of Georgia, one of the conferees on 
the bill, who said today that an early 
conference report was anticipated. 
The senate agreed to the action of 
the house in providing $42,815,661 in 
a lump sum for rivers and harbors 
work. This amount is an increase of 


fifteen million dollars over the recom- 
mendation of the budget bureau and 
is one of the.few cases where the 
budget has been increased. Senator 
Harris said the engineers advised him 
that much more work could be done 
on Georgia rivers and harbors than 
wis anticipated for a smaller appro- 
priation. 

He said that he strongly favored the 


senate action in appropriating $7,500,- 


000 to resume “work on the Wilson 
dam at Muscale Shoals, but the house 
hed reserved a separate vote on this 
matter. 

The sum of $400,000 is provided for 
buildings at Fort Benning, Ga., with 
a senate amendment directing, that two 
apartment buildings may be construct- 
ed out of the appropriation at a cost 
to exceed $150,000 each, and to pro- 
vide for not less than eighteen families 
each. Senator Harris said the con- 
struction item for Benning was larger 
than any offer army post. 

The bill provide $38,400 for the 
up-keep and care of the Chickamauga 
notional military park. The infantry 
school at Fort Benning is allowed $35,- 
000 for books and instruments,
